out of purgatorie. To be ſhort, great ſtore of ſiluer & 
reuenews is gotten in reſpect ot pard6s,or the Popes 
indulgences, who vaunteth that hee detaineth and 
keepeth treaſure of the bloud of Chriſt and of Mar- 
tyres. An intollerable and auaritious abuſe doubt- 
lefle, contrarie,to holic writ, which certifiech tharthe 
mercie ot the father of compaſſions preſenterh to 
the faithful}, forgiuencfle of their finnes to ſaluation, 
through the vertue of his holy Ghoſt, applyed and 
recciued by a liuely and juſtifying faith, of cuery one 
belccuing 1n Chrifi z who was given for ouriuſtice, 
ſanQiication ahd redemption , died for our ſinnes, 
and toſe againe for our ſanGification . This is all my 
hope, the foundation of my faithwhereby I may 0-

monie of their life andconuerſation: to the end that, 
through proceſlc..of time and running on of the 
world, there might be conceiued and brought forth a 
forgertulneſle of their vices and enormious crimes, 
which they might haue perpetrated, And if any dare 
ſpeake againſt ſuch perſons,cndeauouring to be anic 
hinderice that, vader ſuch afalſe ticle,holines & ſiRi- 
ty benotarrributed ynto them,theInquiſition know- 
eth very well how to ſtoppe his mouth & temedic it, 
by cruel[torments &wvntolerable puniſhments, And 
againe,there want not in theſe kind of affaires &byſi- 
neſles,gildings,aromaricall ſauours , pretious orna- 
meats, admirable tones. imp6ſtures iljuſi6s of lignes 
| and 
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indwondets, as well jn rhe tombes where the reli- 
ques are laide; as in the images and ſtatues creed: 
which oftentimes;by artificrall motions, do produce 
reates, tb the end that through ſuch kinde of ſpedta- 
des and ſights, the eyes of the ſpectators mightbe de- 
ceiued, a thing ſo familiar & common, that fuch de- 
eciuers haremany times beene by the Jawes puni- 
ſhed, To be ſhort, withour entring' turther into this 
dotromelefle pit of amatterſo lamentable,I will only 
fay,that gold,{iluer,fauours and liberalities with the 
Pope'can worke much, for railing fuch/perſons into 
this repnration of holines & deification:which coms 
not from the ſpirite of ſanification,but from the at- 
thoritie of a ſinfull &mortal man .

vie merciec then juſtice , to be gratious in ſhewing 
fauout and not furie, ſtretch forth thy hand, draw 
them vnto thee, tcach them, ſich it is thy will that 
all may come to the knowledge of ſaluation. Im- 
print in their mindes a deſire to ſound the of 
thy holy Scriptures . Let the diſcretion of thy all- 
ſearching ſpirit guide them , to gather in theſe 

dens the flowers of that Soueraine good, the 
oode of their ſouls , the fit and cfteuall hearbs 
for the phylicke of their ſpiricuall infirmities , the 
plantes that are a' Soucraigne Antidote againſt 
death, the Sacrament of eternitic , the certaine 
pledge of felicitie,: Let them couch no more the 
tree of knowing good and cuill;z although his 
outwarde beautie doth cloake his inwarde poyſon. 
And as . ſacred worde, diuinely inſpy1ed, ſhall 
bee an aſſured guide to all people oa tO TC- 
ict an yntrurthe (bcing the Organe of perdition) 
for to receiue the Euangelicall tructh { the pow- 
er of GOD for the ſaluation of all belecuers ) 
manifeſting in her brightneſle , the ſplendour of 
thy incorruptible heritage : By the ſelfe ſame rex 
ſon let it make knowen vnto them , that there 
is cfſentiall conformitic betweene the doarine of 
the Church reformed and thy «rue Church : and 
a ſubſtantiall diſcord berweene thine and that which 
is announced by the Romane Bithoppe or his ad» 
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damnation{andthe ocher-to;permanent happineſſe, 
And*certainely,s the glotje of our Sauiour is/ vnſe- 
parably coniayned with the faluation othis eleQed 8& 
choſen creatures, honouring and crowning with in- 
eſtimable benefirs thoſe that honqur hit : So like- 
wiſe , thatis the true &fincereReligion opening the 
vay tofaluarion; which addreſleth all her documents 
andexerclespurly and{unply tothe glotie of the 
. almightie: andcontrarjewtſe;that religion is falſe and 
rainous, whichſeckeththe gloric of creatures;hono- 
ringthem with thatwhich onely belongerh to the li- 
wing God, who-giuesnothis'glorie to any other . By 
this mgle, the knowledge of the wiſe on earth is con- 
demnedand accuſed of vanitie; Row. r.21-25./for that, 
haning knowen God, they hawe 116 #ldrified him as God, 
haue not yielded him due thankes, but are become vaine in 
their diſcourſes, and their heart ( void of underſtanding) 
hath beewe filled with darheni{ſe, and tearming themſelues 
wiſe are become fooles; and haue thanzed the vlorieof God 
immoriall, into the likehe[e and imaze of man, By reaſon 
whereof,they have beene given vpto their owne hearts luſts, 
to filthmeſſe and the defiling of thiir owre bodzes, as haning 
channged the truth of God into falſeboode, worſhipped and 
ſerued the creature, and have forſaken the Creator, who.ts 
bleſſed aa praiſed both now and for 'tuer, Amen By this 
rule and generall caravime,onr Saviour in Saint Tohn 
—_— 9./and after, confirmes the will of his a&t 
ereot ſee verſ,16.17, 30.) againſt the deceipts and 
fallacies of the ewes: Search 4 $triptures Beentl: 
for in them yee thinke to have eternal life; and they are wm 
whic 
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which teſtifie of mee. But yee will not come to mee, that yee 
May Wade loſe. 1 yeceine ndt praiſe of men. Lam come im 
fathers: nome, and yee receine ment if another (ha{ltome 
in- his owner ame, him will yeereceine, How can yee be- 
leene which receine hongur one of another, ana (cet not the 
honguy that commeth from Godalone? Ani againe;inthe 
18. Chap .verſy435 They hane loued thepraiſe of men mare 
them, the praiſe: of God. Bythis rule ,the le (Gal.r. 
vert0,) proueth., that his-preaching came downe tro 
heauen, to the confuſion of vaine diſcourſes and falſe 
Prophets; Doe Ipreach mans dottrineor Gods ? For if 1 
ſhanldget pleaſe men, I were not the ſernant of Chriſt, To 
beſhore, this principle is ſo manifeſt, ſo true , ſo-au- 
thoxiſed, that itncedeth not any more witnefles out 
ofthe Scriptures :itbeing more clearc and tranſpa- 
rentthen the Noone-day, that the true and perfect re- 
ligion is marked and knowne by this , that thee ſee- 
keth abſolutely the gloric uy raiſe of almightic 
God: andrhat religion is falſe at abhominable that 
doth the contcarie.. And: thatthe religion reformed 
is of the firſt kinde, and thatot the Romane Church 
of the ſecond, the conference enſuing doth bricfely 
{ct downe. And to t&ll the truth, who ſeeth nor that 
the true Chriſtjaus dae proteſle; that (firſt) one only 
God mult be called ypon; Secondly ,that from him 
alone all; manner of ſaluation andddlivierancemulſt 
be expected : Thirdly,that his mercie detaceth all our 
finnes: Fourthly, that. the ſacrifice of the vndefiled 
Lambe, offered vpon the crofle; raketh! away conded 
nations Eiftly, that his juſtice redecmeth! vs trom the: 
Y G2} ſecond 
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ſecond death, and his reſutreQion leadeth his Saints 
into the right way of eternall life: Sixtly, that his moſt 
bleſſed worde containeth all manner of ſecrets ne- 
ceſfaric for our wellfare and happinceſle: Seauenth- 
, that workes cannot merit encrlaſting felicitie: 
ighdy, thatthe moſtrighteous and perteQeſt men 
cannot produce works of ſupererogationgas if it were 
intheir power,nor onely to accompliſh all juſtice c6- 
but alſo more than is required:Ninthly,that 
God muſt be worſhipped in ſpirite & truthe:Tenthly, 
that the glorious bodice of Chriſt firs ar the righe 
hand of his father. Briefely, all thoſe that Nedfaikly 
belecue this dodtrine, doe they not rightly attribute 
_—_— his ſoueraigne maicſtic? And contra- 
wilc, the Papiſtes diſhonour him: who firſt call v- 
on Angels, Saints, and Ladies : Secondly, they 
from them ſuccours and helpe in their pe- 
_ rils and neceſſities: Thirdly , they promiſe to rhem- 
ſeluesremiſhon of finnes through the Popes indul- 
gences: Fourthly , they mingle the bloud of Mar. 
with the bloud of Chriſt, thinking his nor ſuf- 
tent : Fiftly , they truſtmore in the merits of 
Saints or mortall creatures , then in the obedi- 
ence of the ſonne: crernall z Sixtly , they are nor 
contented with the facred letters of reconciliation; 
bur ro ſupply cheir want ( as they fondly imagine) 
_— the vaine ſufficiencic of their vnwritten 
tions: Scauenthly » £ 20m of their workes 

for their inſtification before the throne of Gods 


ſapreame juſtice, and doe further commit manic 
b things 
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thinges repugnant to gods heauenly will : which 
notwithſtanding is the onely rule of righteouſe 
neſſe : Eightly , they thinke to bee more wiſe than 
the Maſter of Maſters, when they. doe more and 
aboue his commaundements, in their ations of 
ſupererogation : Ninthly , they encline and bowe 
themſclues to the images of Creatures contrarie 
to the lawe, and they ſerue G O D after aſen- 
ſuall and carnall manner, prohibited by his word; 
without whoſe warrant, euery worke is done with- 
out faith, and by conſequence a moſt abhom+- 
nable ſinne : Tenthly , they faſten the pretious body 
of Chriſt to breade and wine, ſubie& ( after their 
conſecration} toa thouſand corruptions and abu- 
ſes, and altogether farre from his exccllencie, We 
omit here to ſpeake of ignorant Prieſtes , thatare 
not capeable of their pretended myſteries, and haue 
yermuch leſſe the purpoſe or intention to conſecrate: 
yet for all that, there is nothing ſo much wor- 
ſhipped of the ignorant people , nor with ſuch L- 
dolatrie, as, the breade and wine, VVee will not 
likewiſe pende time in vnfolding the dereſtable con- 
uerſation of Monkes in Mcnaſteries, their whore- 
domes , impicties , ſeditions , murders, and bloud- 

ſhedde : wee will onely propoſe one example ſer 

downe in his Maicſties letters, yeouen this yeare 

1600, atthe entreatic of Frier Lewes Ca/{eh(borne 

in the towne of Condon, within the prouince of Gaf- 

coigne, elefted Prouinciall and Vicar generall for 


the Prouince of Thowlowe ) againſt the Religious 
people 
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le of Saint Marie-Hauen and 6thers, &c. I neede 
-norfay aty morettreof, fort is Rillfreſh in the'tme- 
worieof every one. So that the religious,who Hattie 
bur #ny ſparke of agood conſcience, yea the learnedſt 
among'them,are by ſuch op errors of dofrine, 
and through their {; ous life and manners ſtir. 
red 'vp and proucked, to forſake this broad way, that 
leadeth intopriſon and lamenrable captiuitie, and 
with” all the powers of their minde endeauour to 
ſecke and lay hand-faft on the diſcipline, which is in 
trueth and Gmectitie among thoſe of rhe reformedre- 
ligion', and not in apparance- onely as it is in the 
kingdome of Poperie, without realtic. Oh how it 
were to be wiſhed, and how exceedingly doe wee 
defire, that this honſe of Popery might bee clean- 
fed , purificd, and reſtored to the trueth. It is now 
ſhaken, wearher-beaten, and fallen into decay : it is 
now filled with corruption and filthineſſe , defiled 
with abuſes and vncleanenefle , darkened with the 
ſmoke of crrour, {tufted with Cobwebbes , and dan- 
gerous venome of mans inuentions : Bur they will 
nortliſten hereunto. Wee be now inthe latter daies: 
wherein according to the Reuelation, there ſhall 
beno faith, nolawe, no godlineſſe, no charitie, yea 
the remnant of the ele& ſhall bee ſeduced, were it 
ofſible- to ouerthrowe them, Hence it comes, and 
for many more conſiderations , moſt tuft and reafo- 
nable (which wee paſſe oner with ſilence , for breni- 
res fake ) that werkand ſhaken hands with the world 
(wherein weewere daintily fedde,well apparrelled, 
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acquainted with pleaſures, whereno carnal! delights 
were wanting,and doe wholly renounce and abandon 
papiſticallerrors(namely the intollerable abulcs and 
ſuperſtitions of the Maſle) to be entertained and ta- 
ken (eſpecially in rheſe times of the free libertie of 
conſcience vnder the moſt puifant and famous Mo- 
narke, Henry the tourth)into the domeſtical] number 
of gods choſen, embracing the truth of the Church 
reformed, and partaking of herexcellent and moſt 
wholeſome benefits. And wee doe here proteſt to 
live and aye in this reſolution and aflured hope:to the 
endthat, hauing fought a good fight in the Church 
militant, again the world, the diuell, falſhoode, & 
ſinne(withour ſparing this morrtall life , which the 
Lord hath beſtowed vpon vs for his honour) we may 
with three other vertuous and religious perſo- 
napes lately conuerred in this rowne,paſle 
with the faithfull into the Church 
tryumphant. So be zi.

we may ſce,Cenref. 4.4. where the holy ghoſt witneſ- 
ſeth, that the Lord had firſt refpe&ro Abel, and then 
co his offering, This then being graunted, and ther- 
withall confidering that(tathe Romiſh Church). the 
Mafte prieſtis reputed a Sacrificer, and. Chriſt Ieſus

waics fippoſe(as rhe Chnrch of Rome dorh) that the 
rrve bodie of the ſonne of God is preſent in the Sacri- 
fice, as it was in his transfiguration, and in his Baptif- 
me in the riuer /orday. 

In the ſecond, he compareth Tefus Chriſt ro the ſa- 
crifice of Abell: By meanes whereof(as aforcſaid ) the 
Prieſt ſhall be morepleafing and acceptable ro God, 
then'Chryſt Icfus himſelte; who likewiſe by this 
meanes, ſhall be robbed afwell of his othce, as of his 
Sacerdorall dignitic . VVhat mans eares , that be 
attentive to any wholeſome doctrine, and ſtirred 

with the affeftion-of a Chriſtian zeale, can endure 
and ſuffer theeccho of ſo harſh & horrible a ſpeech? 
What ſouleis there, which is deſirous to aſpire and 
come to herrrueſcope and fcliciry,through the true 
and ſacred mediator Chriſt Ieſus, that can permit his 


excellencies &dignitics to be ſo trampled vnder foot?

Row them kiſſe his pantable.l omirre to ſpeake of 
exceſſiuc dignities attributed vnto him by his own 
Canons, Decrees; Decyetals, Clementines( being truly ex- 
trauagant from all truth ) as likewiſe a thoutand more 
points of doQtrine iſſuing out of theſe three princi- 
pals; ThatChriſt Teſus is deueſted of his office of Sa- 
crificer in the RomaneChurch,chat his bflice of Doc- 
torſhuppe is taken from him, that his gouerncment in 
heauecn andearch is viurped from him , Now, ſceing 
theſe offices are neceſlarie adiacents to the Soue- 
raigne good, and that the Church oft Rome divorceth

Hence therefore it comes,brethren, that I haue re- 
nounced Papiſtrie , and doe purpoſe carctully & with 
labour to ſecke the rightpaths leading to the Souc- 
raigne good, wherewith the Church of Rome is not
